A stunning exhibition of 44 original 
paintings by the late San Francisco 
artist Chesley Bonestell is now on 
display in Lovell White Hall. Long 
before space probes and astronauts, 
Bonestell became the acknowledged 
“dean of space art” with his 
astonishingly prophetic portraits 
of other worlds. 

Born in 1888, Bonestell had an 
amazing series of careers. As an 
architect he worked on many 
major structures including the 
Golden Gate Bridge, the Supreme 
Court building in Washington D.C., 
and the Chrysler Tower in New 
York. At the age of 50, he went to 
Hollywood as a motion picture 
special effects artist on pictures 
such as “War of the Worlds,’ 
“When Worlds Collide,’ and “The 
Hunchback of Notre Dame.’ 

In 1949, Bonestell collaborated 
with rocket pioneer Wernher von 
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Space Visions: The Art of Chesley Bonestell

Braun and science writer Willie 
Ley on “The Conquest of Space,’ a 
book which became a classic of 
speculative science and art. Von 
Braun wrote, ‘“Bonestell’s pictures 
are far more than beautiful, 
ethereal paintings of Worlds 
Beyond. They present the most 
accurate portrayal of those faraway 
heavenly bodies that modern 
science can Offer.’ His ground- 
breaking illustrations appeared in 
major publications, including Life, 
Look, and Scientific American giv- 
ing generations an indelible visual 
image of space. 

The 44 paintings now on display 
are so finely crafted that they at 
first seem to be photographs from 
the archives of NASA rather than 
the visions of a man who success- 
fully blended art and science. 
“Space Visions” will be on display 
through May 15.

In a slide lecture Cornejo 
will tell the fascinating tale of plants 
that use attractive foliage, alluring 
scents and treasure troves of pollen 
to attract animals ranging from bees 
to bats to aid in cross-pollination. 
Dennis Cornejo earned his 
master’s Degree in Ecology and 
Evolutionary Biology at the Uni- 
versity of Arizona and is currently 
completing his doctoral work in 
Botany at the University of Texas. 
Cornejo has published numerous 
articles in professional and popular 
journals including Science 82, 
Smithsonian and Arizona Highways.
